Recession? Businessmen See No Reason For Worry

Business is off somewhat in Ferry County, unemployment 
if noticeably but the general opinion among local business- 
men Is that “while Lhings may be off,” there’s little reason for 
worry 

This attitude towards the nation's “receasion,” as it affects 
IWry Coun4y, was reflected yesterday In a sampling of opinions 
taken by this reporter after the L. It N Railroad revealed it 
would be cutting it’s force from 8 to 10” percent In the 
wwar future. At the same time, the railroad commented that the 
layoff wae caueed by a “seasonal” decline in the market, and 
only t# a degree by the “receeaion.** 

Unemploymont if higher in the four county region (Perry. 
Lntcher, Knott and BreathiU) served by the Hazard office of 
the Department of Bconomic Security 

Over 700 more new clalnu for anempVoymtnt ins urine# 
checks were received by the office during January and Fehniary 
of this year than were received for the same two months in 
1967, when new claims totaled 1.583 This year new claims have 



totaled 2,285 

Total claims in foixe, new and old. reaclud a peak this 
year when a figure of 7,930 was registered in February This 
compares to 4,388 claims for February, 1957 

While up. unemployment is nut so high as might be ex- 
pected in the light of all that’s been spoken on the subject 
Over the four counties, those uncaiiployed during February ran 
to approximately 1,960 as compared to 1,292 for the same month 
last yeai. 

Contributing signifioantly to thia region’s unemployment 
picture are those wmrkers who heve loet their jobs in Dayton, 
Cincinnati, Detroit and elsewhere, and have returned to their 
Kaetem Kentucky homes to draw compcuisaHon. 

These nHgrenIs have more than doubled in the last 12 
months During February. 1957, there were 132 out-of-staters 
drawing compensation here; the figure swelled to 312 last 
month 

Some incream in the unemployment figure for the area 
is natural for this time of year — a season not particulaiiy strong 
for the coal induftry 



A spokesman for the industry said here yesterday that 
while production in most of tbo smaller mines is down due to 
“uiuavorable market conditions,” he saw no need for operators 
and miners to become upset or worried. 

Industry-wise, ho noted, the "experts” have forecast a slow 
six months for the first half of 1958, but expect the second 
half of the year to be strong enough to taki; up the slack ex- 
pected January through June. 

He said the mines are not “running as good as they ought 
to be.” Market conditions are the main cause oi the alow down. 
Road conditions and excess water in the mmea have hampered 
other operations, thereby rutting down their output. 

The same nwin, however, tweed that tho demand by Eur- 
opean cuuntnee for seal should stimulate activity in the industry 
here “if the weiather in Europe the past winter” has been severe 
enough to work down stockpiles. 

Prank Smith, general manager of the Blue Diamond Coal 
Co., said the mines of his firm are running “about the same 
as in the past,” despite “two or three” four-day weeks since 
the beginning of the year 



Neither Smith or the other official saw reison for concern 
A spokesman for a local finance company sakl yesterday 
that collections are “avcirage” — about the same as two years 
ago.” He noted that while his firm is “being cautious on who 
gets loans,” it doesn’t feel there’s any reason for concern about 
the present business climate in Eastern Kentucky. 

Another businessman pointed rightly to, that cendi- 
tions here should improve immensely within the next couple of 
months when tax refunds start flowing into the county Tax 
deductions resulting from the Jan 29 flood iMt year are ex- 
pected to awcil the siae of refunda for this year. 

Another point made was that February has never been a 
hot business month, either here or elsewhere, and a poor month

In John 3:5 Jesus said to Nicodemus, the great Pharisee and 
teachesr of Israel, "Except a man be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God ” Even those 
who believe in baptismal regeneration admit that the water does 
not do the saving, so the water here must stand for one of 
its uaot: tho ceremony of baptiwn, or the quenching of thimt, 
or cleansing. Notice that Jotut did not say “baptism” hara, and 
that watar ha* othor uto* botidat baptism. How shall we know 
which use is referred to? 

The clue is found in the fact that Jesus cansurod NIcodomus 
for net knowing what Ha maanti Nicodemus had no source of 
information save the OW Testament He should have known 
from the Old Testament what “bom of water” meant! But the 
Old Testament does not say one word about baptism So it can- 
not mean baptism 

But the Old Testament does speak of the cleansing away of 
guilt. David cried. “Wash ma thoroughly from mine iniquity, 
and claansa mm from my sin.”

It is a badge 
of recognition which the hos- 
pital can display to its com- 
munity to prove that it con- 1 
forms to high standards of pa-| 
tient care.” 

Dr. Babcock laid fhat the 
survey Is undertaken on a con- 
fidential basis between the hos , 
pital and the Commission 
“Therefor".” he said. “The 
Commission cannot relea.se sny 
information about Its work eth- 
er than the annual list publish- 
ed herewith. All information | 
concerning a specific ho.spital ;

Dr Babcock said the survey- 
ors. all physicians, rate a hos- 
pital on certain basic require- 
ments such ai; A safe physical 
plant free from fire hazards;

anesthetic death rates that are 
not eoBcessively high, adequate 
medical records; ethical prac-i 
tices; investigation of all tissue 
removed at operation; mortaility 
rates that are within reasonable 
limits; proper nursing care, 
proper administrative and me- 
dical staff organization. 

“It can be seen from this
